‘ISL’ CARRIES TEXT OF JOINT RIVERS COMMISSION COMMUNIQUE

[Text] The Indo-Bangladesh Joint Rivers Commission, which concluded its 
20th meeting in New Delhi on 31 August, agreed to continue high level 
political discussions on augmentation of the lean period flow of the 
river Ganges. This has been brought out in a joint press release issued 
at the conclusion of the present round of discussions. 


Following is the text of the joint press release: 


The 20th meeting of the Indo-Bangladesh Joint Rivers Commission was held 
in New Delhi 29-31 August 1980. The Bangladesh delegation was led by 
Kazi Anwarul Haq, minister for power, water resources and flood control, 
government of the People's Republic of Bangladesh, chairman of the Joint 
Rivers Commission. The Indian delegation was led by Kedar Pandey, minis- 
ter of irrigation, government of India and cochairman of the Joint Rivers 
Commission. 


There was a free and frank exchange of views in a friendly atmosphere. 

The two sides discussed the augmentation of dry season flows of the Ganges 
and examined difficulties that had prevented initiation of studies of two 
proposals. 


Both sides were confident that a mutually acceptable solution to the 
augmentation problem would be found in a spirit of trust and good neigh- 
bourliness. It was noted that this question was discussed recently at 

a high political level and that it was expected that discussions at this 
level continue. 


The question of sharing of Tista waters was also discussed. It was 
decided that the committee already set up by the Joint Rivers Commission 
should continue its efforts with greater vigour to find out a mutually 
acceptable solution and report to the JRC at its next meeting. 





The commission discussed problems of the border and smaller rivers regard- 
{ng water utilisation and flood protection works. There was a wide 
measure of agreement on the manner of approaching these problems with a 
view to reaching an early solution, 


[t was decided that the next meeting of the commission will be held at 
Dacca very early at a mutually convenient date with a view to making a 
renewed attempt cto submit its recommendation concerning the augmentation 
of dry season flows of the Ganges within the time limit specified in the 
agreement. 


The Bangladesh delegation left for Dacca this morning and was seen off at 
Palam Airport by Union Minister for Irrigation Kedar Pandey; secretary, 
irrigation C.C. Patel; Indian High Commissioner in Dacca M. Dubey, and 
other senior officers of the ministry.

JAPANESE AID TO INDIA--Tokyo, 27 Aug, KYODO--Japan will give India grand 
aid up to yen 1,500 million for improving the social environment there, 
the Foreign Ministry announced today. It said notes to this effect were 
exchanged in New Delhi Tuesday between Japanese Ambassador Masao Kanazawa 
and Rini Malhotra, secretary to the Indian Government. The aid would be 
used by India for securing small steel bars for social environment 
improvement projects, including construction of a hospital and houses for 
low-income people, the ministry added.

The project will involve construction 
of a dam across the Nandi River at (Vaturoo) as well as 400 kilometers 
of pipeline, water treatment plants, service reservoir and access roads. 
The dam, due for completion in March of 1983, will provide a more reli- 
able and better quality water system for the dry western coastal area of 
Fiji.

CENTRAL ANTITERRORISM UNIT--The Federal and State governments are to set 
up a crime intelligence nerve centre to fight the spread of drug traffick- 
ing, terrorism and international crime. A meeting of police ministers 
from all States with the Federal Government to be held in Melbourne 
within weeks will discuss first details of the unit's operation. The 
federal Minister for Administrative Services, Mr McLeay and the NSW 
Police Minister, Mr Crabtree, said yesterday the Australian Bureau of 
Criminal Intelligence could come into operation within months. The go- 
ahead followed a recent inquiry by a committee consisting of the head of 
the Federal Police, Sir Colin Woods, and the Commissioners for Police 
from NSW, Victoria and South Australia. Mr McLeay and Mr Crabtree said 
the introduction of the nationwide operation would be invaluable in 
fighting crime, particularly drug trafficking. ‘The simple fact is 

that crime and criminals know no boundaries~--either geographical, social 
or economic--and a national approach is essential,’’ Mr Crabtree said.

(Text) It is no coincidence that expressions of “serious concern” by 
Pakistan's Foreign Office over the "lives and properties of minority 
Muslim population in India" have been quickly followed by widespread 
anti-[ndian demonstrations in that country. Plainly General Ziaul Hac, 
the chief martial law administrator, is again whipping up anti-Indian 
sentiment at home to divert popular attention from his internal 
troubles. That Pakistan's controlled and heavily censored newspapers 
have been impelled to orchestrate a virulent hate-India campaign only 
underscores the point. On the face of it, all this puts paid [as 
received] to whatever progress was made towards establishing cordial 
relations between the two countries. President Zia himself has not 
lost an opportunity to raise the Kashmir issue at various international 
forums. This has amounted to a repudiation of the Simla accord for 
settling the Kashmir issue. And, now, in flagrant violation of the 
letter and spirit of that agreement, he has stepped up propaganda 
against this country. Indeed, he has gone so far as to summon his 
ambassador in New Delhi to Islamabad to discuss communal riots in India. 
This is truly extraordinary and raises critical issues, particularly in 
view of the plans--now happily frustrated--of the Jamaat-i-Islami and 
its student wing, the Jamaat-i-Tulba (which have openly taken an anti- 
national stand on the Kashmir issue) to organise an international youth 
conference in Srinagar with the participation of 10,000 delegates from 
abroad. 


In fashioning its response, however, New Delhi cannot lose sight of an 
additional fact which it has tended to ignore so far. The Zia regime 

is badly isolated at home so much so that it has had to reshuffle the 
top army command to retain support of its principal prop--the armed 
forces. Not a single political party is willing to support it. What 

is more, the growing economic strains, on the one hand, add fuel to fire 
of popular discontent and, on the other, impel thinking Pakistanis to 











dwell more and more openly on the advantages of closer cooperation with 
India. In fact, the chambers of commerce in Karachi and Lahore have 
demanded lift'ng of restrictions on private trade between the two coun- 
tries. This, like the growing clamour for freer travel to and from 
India, probably further increases General Zia's sense of insecurity. 
While New Delhi must do everything possible to develop good neighbourly 
relations with Islamabad, it cannot afford to ignore the realities.

PRO-BEIJING INDLAN COMMUNISTS REPORTED ACTIVE IN TAMIL NADU

{Text} New Delhi, 24 Aug (AFP)--Naxalites of the pro-Beijing extremist 
communists have revived activities in southern Tamil Nadu State, formerly 
Madras. 


This is evident from some of the recent sudden incidents involving them 
in the state's north Arcot and Dharmapuri districts, the PRESS TRUST OF 
INDIA (PTL) reported. 


In one of the incidents early this month at Tirupattur, in Dharmapuri, a 
bomb blast by the extremists killed six people--three policemen and as 
many extremists. 


There have also been other reports recently of the Naxalites similarly 
reviving the movement in Tamil Nadu's neighbouring states of Kerala and 
Andhra Pradesh. A working college professor was among some half a dozen 
suspects arrested in Kerala a few weeks ago. 


The agency said the extremists in Tamil Nadu had regrouped since the 
lifting of the emergency rule in the country in March 1977. 


The Naxalites, splintered into more than half a dozen factions and 
Spread over several states, including West Bengal where the movement 
originated in 1967, were all banned along with over 20 other organisa- 
tions soon after the emergency was declared in June 1975. 


The agency said the extremists in the two Tamil Nadu districts under 
reference were exploiting the unemployment and poverty of the rural 
people, mostly the farm labour, to propagate their ideology and method 
of operation. 


"The peculiar crop pattern that keeps the bulk of the farmers engaged 
only for four months in a year...leaves the districts backward and a 
fertile ground for Naxalites," it noted. 











"In some villages, in Dharmapuri, the emall cultivators, steeped in debts 
to the usurious landlords or money lenders, often mortgage their sons’ 
services to them to repay the loans and interest, Neither the landlords 
nor the money lenders ever tell them of a loan having been repaid. The 
result ie the farmers’ sone serve a life time." 


Such conditions of deep economic distress has been exploited by Naxalites 
to win sympathy and affection of the villagers. 


A police official was quoted as saying that the extremists lived like 
nomads, moving from village to village indoctrinating the youth to rebel 
against the society. The unemployed youths were the easy prey. 


in Tirupattur, a combing operation by police has been continuing against 
the Naxalites, who sometimes lived in caves and inaccessible areas, since 
the bomb incident early this month, PTI said.

POLICE ARREST NAXALITE LEADER IN TAMIL NADU

[Text] New Delhi, 1 Sep (AFP)--Police in southern Tamil Nadu State 
today nabbed a top leader of the Naxalite or extremist pro-Beijing com 
munist movement. 


Reporte from Madras said Mattukkara Mani, wanted in connection with 
several violent incidents, including a triple murder, since 1977, was 
surprised by police at a cave-like hideout in rocky terrain in north 
Arcot District of the state. 


Recent reporte said the extremists in Tamil Nadu have revived activities 
in various parte of the state. 


Naxalite posters have appeared in several parte of Tamil Nadu, including 
Madras in recent weeks. 


Mr Mani had been arrested earlier last month along with four other 
associates but he and another one of the group managed to escape by 
hurling crude bombs while being taken away by police. Three of the 
extremists and a police official were killed in the explosion. 


The reports said when police this morning reached his hideout there was 
also there with him the other suspect who escaped in last month's inci- 
dent. 


Both tried to escape again by throwing bombs but Mr Mani was caught while 
the other managed to run away. 


Mr Mani was injured in his abortive escape bid and hospitalised, the 
reports said.

DELHI COMMENTATOR REGRETS PAKISTAN REACTION TO INDIAN INCIDENTS

[Text] The propaganda spurt in the Pakistani presse about some violent 
incidents in some Indian towns would indicate that the Pakistani press 
was, perhaps, waiting for such an opportunity. It will not even be odd 
to state that they were aware that such incidents were going to take 
place and were ready to pounce upon them. It appears that there is much 
truth in the view that these incidents were the result of a deep con- 
epiracy engineered and aided by elements outside India and their agents 
within the country. Viewed from this angle, it would be clear that these 
provocateurs were more interested in creating trouble than in the welfare 
of the Muslims living in this country. Firet, they fan up the trouble, 
then launch a propaganda campaign posing as protectors of the interests 
of Muslims in India. Anyone having the slightest insight can see through 
the game. It is evident that the underlined purpose of those who hatch 
such conspiracies is to take advantage of the situation to serve their 
own interests. 


So far as the Indian Muslims are concerned, all this does them more harm 
than good. The Indian ambassador to Pakistan had a valid point, when he 
told the city fathers of Karachi that Pakistani press projection of vio- 
lent incidents in India did not help the situation. It can be said with 
confidence that if interested elements within the country and abroad do 
not interfere, all the communities in the country would be living in 
complete harmony. Living in peace and not indulging in clashes is their 
natural way of life. This has been noticed and commented upon by 

Mr Ziaul Islam Ansari, who is the editor of a leading Pakistan Urdu daily 
MASHRIQ. While speaking to the press in Chandigarh the other day, he 
commended India's efforts in promoting communal harmony in the country. 
He went even further and said he was very much impressed to note that 
Indian society has undergone a tremendous transformation in its communal 
outlook since 1947. Moreover, Muslims are not the only minority living 
in the country. There are a number of others too. Why is it then that 
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they are the only people getting involved in the incidents? The only 
anawer could be that the credulous people Lelonging to thie minority are 
misled by thoee who pose as the protectors of their interests and propa~ 
ganda conduction by them, 


The situation has been very well eummed up in an editorial in a Tehran 
daily (JAMHURI ISLAM) which te the voice of the Iranian Revolutionary 
Party, the ruling party in the country. Under the caption Iran and 
India, the paper writes: The friendly and brotherly people of India have 
endured many sufferings because of imperialistic intrigues to create con- 
flict between the people of India, particularly to kindle the fire of 
communal hatred between Muslims and Hindus. It is necessary to state 
that these plote continue with great intensity even today against India 
and the Muslims of India. They are euffering still under the oppression 
of these plote [sentence as heard). The sooner they are fully exposed 
and brought to an end the better. The enemies of the people of India and 
particularly the enemies of sutfering humanity under the spell of foreign 
instigators are busy in hatching plote in India. 


The right thinking Muslims in India realize this. The All India Muslim 
Conference has in a statement urged the leadere in Pakistan to desist 
from interfering with the internal affairs of India. They said that the 
appearance of straying pigs at the praying places and the mosques unmis- 
takably proves the truth of the contention that there is a deep con- 
Spiracy. They added that Pakistan's interference with the internal 
affaire of this country would do positive disservice to the Indian

GANDHI SAYS DISTURBANCES PART OF CONSPIRACY TO WEAKEN GOVERNMENT

(Text) Mre Indira Gandhi has said that the recent incidents of violence 
in some parte of the country are part of a big conspiracy to undermine 
the stability and etrength of the government. These are not isolated 
incidents. Addressing the Congress-I Working Committee in New Delhi, 
she said that according to what she had been told there are foreign hands 
behind these disturbances. 


The working committee discussed the (’prevailing) situation in the coun- 
try. A resolution adopted at the meeting will be released tomorrow. 


In a general review of the domestic situation, Mre Gandhi cautioned her 
partymen against the machination of some opposition elements out to 
create difficulties for the people and the government. These elements 
want to weaken the administration by raising bogy, sometimes of criminal 
assaults on women and sometimes of atrocities on Harijans [untouchables |) 
and minorities. She said these forces are out to create divisions among 
different communities which have been living peacefully. 


Mre Gandhi wanted her colleagues to note the altogether different charac- 
ter of the recent incidents, particularly in Uttar Pradesh. She said 
these were absolutely politically motivated. What happened in Kashmir 
and Ahmedabad was also part of the conspiracy to weaken the government. 


Mrs Gandhi alluded to reports which were obviously designed to spoil 
India's relations with Arab countries and said we have the best of rela- 
tions with the Arab world. These countries are convinced of India's 
sincerity to maintain communal harmony and to protect the interests of 
the minority community.

DELHI IMAM APPEALS POR PEACE IN RIOT-HIT AREAS

[Text] Minieter of State for Home Affaire Yogendra Makwana and Imam of 
Jama Masjid [Delhi's central mosque) Sayed Abdullah Bukhari have jointly 
appealed to the people of the recent riot-affected areas to help restore 
peace and maintain it. The appeal was made after Mr Makwana had an hour- 
long meeting with the Shahi Imam in Jama Masjid this afternoon. 


On a suggestion by the imam, Mr Makwana agreed to consider the release 
of all those arrested during the disturbances against whom there are no 
specific charges. Both Mr Makwana and the imam emphasized the need to 
form peace corps in the affected areas. They suggested that it should 
be formed by the people living in those localities. 


The imam said he has made certain suggestions to restore peace and amity 
in the affected areas to the minister, who has agreed to place them 
before the prime minister. One of the suggestions was the payment of 
compensation to the families of those killed in the recent disturbances. 


Both Mr Makwana and imam were of the view that ways should be adopted to 
see that incidents of communal nature do not recur in future. They 
expressed full sympathy with the families of those killed in these dis- 
turbances. Mr Makwana impressed upon the imam that cooperation of all 
is needed in the restoration of peace. A religious leader like imam has 
4 special role to play in this. At the same time, the government will 
do everything possible to maintain peace. Mr Makwana said the communal 
incidents are aimed at creating misunderstanding among the Muslim coun- 
tries with which India has long and strong friendly ties. He told the 
imam that the government will do all to preserve communal harmony in the 
country.

SHELKH ABDULLAH SPEAKS ON KASHMIR SITUATION 
Pro-Pakiatan Movement Denied

{Text} New Delhi, 1 Sep (AFP)--Kashmir Chief Minister Sheikh Abdullah 
today denied there was a strong pro-Pakistan movement in his state and 
asserted that the majority of the people of his state were for India. 


Addressing a Delhi Press Club luncheon meeting, the sheikh, however, said 
there were some “disgruntled elements” out to create trouble and these 
could be controlled by improving the state's economy and welfare of the 
people. 


Answering questions on the recent disturbances in the state caused by 
supporters of the pro-Pakistan Moslem organisations, Jamiat-i-Islami and 
Jamiat-i-Tulaba, he said they were receiving "funds" from “some Middle 
Eastern countries.” 


The 75-year-old "Lion of Kashmir" said he had no evidence that Pakistan 
was preparing for another confrontation with India on Kashmir but he 
stated that the Indian Government should always be prepared to safeguard 
ite security. He did not rule out the hand of Pakistan in trying to 
create disturbances in Kashmir and the rest of India. 


The sheikh considered the present crises in Afghanistan and Iran a result 
of superpower rivalry in the area. 


“As long as that rivalry remains trouble will continue at our doorstep,” 
he added. 
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Foreign Influence Alleged

(Text) Jammu and Kashmir Chief Minieter Sheikh Mohammad Abdullah hase 
alleged that the state Jamait-i-lelami which ie accused of fomenting 
trouble in the valley recently te getting money from some foreign coun- 
tries. Speaking at a news conference in New Delhi today, he said the 
money may be for religious purposes but ite misuse cannot be ruled out. 
About help from Pakistan, Mr Abdullah said that Pakistan has not recon- 
clled to the present situation.

On recent communal incidents at some places, Mr Abdullah said if the 
disease of divisiveness is cured a)l communities could live in harmony.

About hie differences with the Congress-I in the state, the chief minis- 
ter said after his recent talks with Prime Minister Gandhi, the atmos- 
phere has improved and there is no communications gap between them. All 
problems can be resolved so long as there is a perfect understanding 
between us, he added.

DELHI POLITICAL COMMENTATOR WARNS PAKISTAN ABOUT INTERFERENCE

[Commentary by R. K. Kwatra, political commentator: "Meeting the 
Challenges of Disrupting Forces") 


[Text] The government of India's decision to arm itself with powers to 
deal stringently with the disturbers of communal peace and harmony has 
been widely endorsed. Anywhere where such disturbances occur would be 
declared a disturbed area and special courts will be set up to insure 
speedy trial of offenders. The center has felt the need to assume these 
powers because the recent incidents in Moradabad and elsewhere have 
revealed a pattern which shows that they are the work of disruptive and 
divisive forces acting in pursuance of a well-laid conspiracy to under- 
mine the peace and stability of the country. The chief ministers of 
various states who met in Delhi on Sunday to discuss the problem have 
agreed with the prime minister's assessment of the situation. They have 
in a joint statement appealed to the people to be on their guard against 
the activities of the disruptive and anti-national forces who are trying 
to destroy the fabric of national life with the assistance of foreign 
elements. 


The seizure of large quantities of arms being smuggled into India from 
Pakistan and the smugglers’ reported confession that the arms were meant 
to be sent to Moradabad show that there are people in Pakistan who, while 
shedding crocodile tears over the so-called plight of the Muslims in 
India, are working overtime to fuel communal strife in the country. The 
state authorities may have been caught unaware by what happened in 
Moradabad, but similar mischief elsewhere was put down with speed and 
efficiency. 


Instead of praising the government of India for prompt action in the 
matter, the government controlled press in Pakistan talked of a massacre 
and genocide in India and published vastly exaggerated reports of some 
incidents in this country under steaming headlines. In a belated 
response to India's protest against this willful distortion of these 
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happenings, the Pakistan Government claims to have now asked its news- 
papers to exercise restraint in reporting about India. But Islamabad 
iteelf earlier gave the lead for an orchestrated campaign of vilification 
against India. President Ziaul Haq had called a high-level meeting 
attended by hie ambassador to India to discuss the disturbances in 
Moradabad and other places. These actions not only clearly violated the 
spirit of the Simla accord but constituted brazen interference in India's 
internal affairs. 


Besides, though President Zia's martial law regime has long banned all 
public processions in the country, anti-Indian demonstrations was freely 
allowed to take place in different parts of Pakistan. All this sustained 
(as heard] India which has been trying consistently to foster friendly 
relations with Pakistan as with other neighbors. Perhaps Pakistan is 
acting in pursuance of a big power plan to create difficulties for India 
because this country has taken a particular stand on certain world issues. 


Pakistan indeed has striven to stir up trouble in Kashmir and elsewhere in 
India, but if it had hoped that other Islamic countries would support the 
efforts to destabilize the situation in Kashmir and other parts of India, 
it must have been deeply disappointed. The official organ of the Iranian 
regime (ISLAMI JUMHURIYA) has administered a snub to Pakistan by warning 
it that Iran will frown on any attempt to sow ill will between Hindus and 
Muslims in India and on any conspiracy against India's security and 
integrity. India's Muslims wish to strengthen the secular foundations, 
while the aim of Pakistani propaganda is to create a wide gulf between 
the Hindus and the Muslims of India. It must be remembered that India is 
the country with the second largest Muslim population in the world and 
that there are more Muslims in India than in Pakistan. Indian Muslim, 
therefore, have every reason to resent any attempt by Pakistan to raise 
the Indian minority issue at Islamic or other international forums. A 
large majority of Islamic countries, and particularly the Arabs, rightly 
appreciate India's forward looking policies and can see through the 
Pakistan conspiracy to drive a wedge between them and India. In a multi- 
racial and multi-religious society that India is, inter-communal diffi- 
culties can sometimes arise. But India has proved its capacity to solve 
these difficulties within its secular and democratic framework. Outside 
interference is calculated only to frustrate attempts to solve them.

JAMMU, KASHMIR STATE ORDINANCE CHECKS COMMUNAL INCIDENTS 
Deterrent Punishment Provided

(Text) Jammu and Kashmir Governor L. K. Jha has promulgated an ordinance 
to check communal incidents. A UNITED NEWS OF INDIA report says that 

the ordinance--called the Criminal Law Amendment Ordinance 1980--pro- 
vides for deterrent punishment to antisocial elements. The ordinance 
comes into force with immediate effect. 


State Chief Secretary Nur Mohammad told newsmen in Srinagar today that 

the main objective of the ordinance is to discourage the acts of communal- 
ism. He said the state has its own penal code which provides for stringent 
punishment for various offences but deterrent punishment, if needed, to 
check communal incidents. 


Life Imprisonment of Newsmen

[Text] New Delhi, 25 Aug (AFP)--The state government in Indian-held 
Kashmir today introduced new laws providing for life imprisonment of 
newsmen found to be violating concerned rules on reporting communal 
incidents. 


Reports from Srinagar, summer capital of the state, said today that an 
ordinance was promulgated on Saturday [23 August] amending the state 
penal code and the code of criminal procedure to that effect. 


An offending printer or publisher could also be awarded a similar 
punishment of life imprisonment and a fine, the reports said. 


The reports said the Kashmir Union of Working Journalists in a resolu- 
tion today expressed deep concern over the promulgation of the ordi- 
mance.

EDITORIAL ON PRC RETURN OF SOLDIERS WHO STRAYED INTO TIBET

[Editorial: “Welcome Restraint") 


(Text) The return by the Chinese in a friendly manner of 40 Indian 
soldiers who had strayed into Tibet due to bad weather is, by any reckon- 
ing, a happy sign. At the very least, it shows that Beijing has no 
desire to make political capital out of what was patently an uninten- 
tional mistake, much less to seize upon it to disturb the decade-long 
tranquility on the Sino-Indian border. Indeed, with its attention 
riveted on more pressing problems both at home and overseas, it cannot 
possibly have any interest in doing so. Evidently, the lines of com 
munications between New Delhi and Beijing are in good shape and the 
latter has taken good care not to cause unnecessary alarm in India by 
publicising the incident prematurely. That the army personnel have come 
back in “good health and spirite” and that the whole business of handing 
them back to Indian authorities in spite of a four-day delay--again on 
account of bad weather--was handled smoothly only underscores the point. 
But one should not read too much into the episode. Despite its unhappi- 
ness over New Delhi's decision to recognise the Heng Samrin regime in 
Kampuchea and its subsequent decision to call off the visit of its 
foreign minister, Mr. Huang Hua, to New Delhi, in October, Beijing wants 
to deal with this country with restraint. But the Chinese priorities are 
plainly different from India's. 


They seem determined to support the genocidal Pol Pot fact’ in Kampuchea 
and wage a relentless war, by proxy, against the Heng Samr a regime in 
Phnom Penh. They are doing their best to draw closer to sSEAN for the 
dual purpose of isolating Vietnam and eventually building a new security 
system in South-East Asia and the Pacific with the backing of Japan, 

South Korea, the United States and Australia. And, above all, they are 
exercised over Soviet intervention in Afghanistan and are groping for ways 
to thwart, as they see it, Russia's “hegemonistic ambitions" in the oil- 
rich Gulf. India's approach is different, as is evident from its recogni- 
tion of the Heng Samrin regime in Kampuchea and its appreciation of the 
dilemma the Soviet Union faces in Afghanistan. Islamic fundamentalism 
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also need not worry China as it must worry thie country. From New 
Delhi's perspective these differences need not be a barrier to friendly 
ties with Beijing. But the Chinese have tended to follow a monolithic 
approach. For them identity of views on strategic iesues has been a 
necessary condition for friendship.

WEST BENGAL BANS POREIGN SOCIAL WELFARE GROUPS' NEW PROGRAMS

[Text) New Delhi, 28 Aug (AFP)=--Missionary bodies associated with Mother 
Teresa are among a dozen foreign agency-financed social welfare organisa- 
tions banned from "taking up any new programme” in the tribal-inhabited 
areas of West Bengal State (capital Calcutta). 


The decision of the Left Alliance government in the state was disclosed 
in the legislative assembly in Calcutta today by Junior Minister for 
Scheduled Caste and Tribal Welfare Department Sabhu Nath Mandi in anewer 
to 4 question, reporte said. 


The ruling alliance in the state is dominated by the Communist Party of 
India, Marxist (CPI-M) which is aleo a major partner in similar alliances 
ruling two other states namely Tripura, also in the east, aod Kerala in 
the south. 


The tribal centres involved were spread over five districts--Midaapore, 
Bankura, Purulia, Birbhum and Burdwan. 


“Some of these social welfare organisations are reported to have been 
maintaining links with separatist movements in Midnapore, Bankura and 
Purulia districts and their activities on many occasions have been found 
to be undesirable, the minister was quoted as saying. 


The other organisations involved were: Cooperation for American Relief 
Everywhere (CARE), Church's Auxiliary for Social Action, “Seva Kendra” 
(Centre of Service), Catholic Relief Services, Little Sisters of the 
Poor, Terre des Homes (India) Society, Bengal Service Society, Oxfam, 
Society of T. Vincent de Paul, the Assembly of God Church and the 
Salvation Arg. 


The state government's decision is viewed by observers primarily in the 
background of the masse killings by extremist tribals in Tripura last June. 
At least 1,500 non-tribale were officially reported killed in the exten- 
sive violence by members of the Tripura Tribal Youth Association. 
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Mother Teresa, whe wae awarded the Nobel Peace Prise last year for her 
work among the poor of India, set up her “Missionaries of Charity” in 
Calcutta in 1947, the year when India became independent. Ite mission 
was to help the “poorest of the poor” living in slum, beggere, lepers, 
blind and the dying. There are a number of such centres set up by her 
since in other parte of thie country. Her missions are aleo working in 
several other countries, 


The West Bengal minister, however, did not spell out the activities of 
these organisations allegedly found to be undesirable.

"HINDU' ON INDLA=BANGLADESH TALKS ON BORDER, WATER SHARING ISSUES

(Editorial: "The Ganges Test") 


[Text] One gain from the talks that Mr. P.V. Narasimha Rao recently had 
with his counterpart in Bangladesh is that further talks are to be held 
on a variety of problems. But it would be in order to exclude any high 
degree of optimism over a quick resolution of the issues which have led 
to emotional outbursts caused by lack of faith on both sides. The flow 
of immigrants from across the border has accentuated the difficulties in 
India's north-east. Dacca has held out a promise of steps to curb 
illegal movement of people, but it is to be seen how effective its 
policing measures will be. Although an agreement was reached in 1974 on 
a land boundary, this has yet to be marked out clearly on the ground to 
avoid the type of minor armed clashes that have taken place in Tripura. 
Such incidents have added to the tensions already existing in the north- 
eastern states in the form of a series of agitations, violent and other- 
wise. Despite Bangladesh denials, a strong suspicion remains that izo 
hostiles, for instance, receive sanctuary in Chittagong District. A 
charitable explanation may be that the Bangladesh Government is unable 
to exercise full administrative control over these areas which provide a 
haven for rebels. The maritime boundary and sovereignty over new islands 
on the Bay of Bengal are not questions which are beyond diplomatic solu- 
tion, given goodwill on both sides. The 1971 liberation had raised hopes 
of cooperative efforts in the region for mutual benefit, but these hopes 
failed to bear fruit partly because of violent upheavals leading to 
drastic political changes in Dacca. 


The harshest irritant is the dispute over sharing water from the Ganges 
after the building of the Farakka barrage. There has been a lot of 
recrimination, and both countries have taken firm positions, with Bangla- 
desh harking back to some of the postures assumed by Pakistan two decades 
ago. India, the upper riparian country, canaot sacrifice vital national 
interests--including that of the port of Calcutta--in an attempt to buy 
peace with a neighbour. Dacca has thrown a broad hint of wanting to 
discuss Farakka at highest political level. When Gen. Ziaur Rahman and 
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Mre. Gandhi meet in New Delhi in the next few weeks, she should bring home 
to the Bangladesh leader the point that the Ganges water and other prob- 
lems can be overcome only through a partnership approach, It would be 
premature to try to bring up the contending technological arguments now. 
It should be acknowledged that a solution is possible only if the climate 
of political ties becomes bright with a clear appraisal of the inter- 
dependence of interests. The test over the Ganges waters is a matter for 
etatesmanship and not just the statistics about how many cusece for either 
party.

DISTURBED AREAS SPECIAL COURT ACT--The government has decided to amend the 
disturbed areas special courte act, 1976, to confer concurrent powers on 
the central government to declare an area as disturbed area and to con- 
atitute special courts. These courts will provide speedy trial of certain 
offences committed in the disturbed areas. A series of conferences of 
state officials and also of chief ministers and governors have approved 
the need for setting up special courte under the law for speedy disposal 
of protracted and serious communal disturbances or class conflicts. It is 
the government's wish that serious law and order situation warranting 
immediate attention cannot be permitted to drift for lack of action. 
Besides administrative action, an important factor is the speedy trial 

of cases relating to such disturbances so that offenders are promptly 
brought to book to restore the sense of confidence amongst the people. 

It would also help avoid continuance of tension on account of protracted 
trial of cases.

SOVIETS REFUSE TO TALK TO ISLAMIC CONFERENCE SECRETARY

[Text] It is not yet officially known when and where the next meeting 
of the 3-member committee [of the Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference] 
will be held. However, it is certainly hoped that the decision made in 
Tehran to hold another meeting within 2 weeks will be complied with, 
because it has now become even more urgent and important due to the 
refusal of the Soviet Union [to discuss Afghanistan with the Secretary 
General of the Conference].

The 
decision to hold such a meeting within the next 4 months had already 

been made in Islamabad during the Islamic Foreign Ministers Conference. 

The emergency meeting will provide an opportunity to the 3-member committee 
to present a report which will enable the Isiamic foreign ministers to 
discuss the situation arising out of the refusal of the Soviet Union, 

and to formulate a course of action. 





The Soviet refusal to participate in talks for international peace, 
besides being a negation of the claim that the Soviet Union is working 
towards world peace, does not fit in the context of professed Soviet 
friendship with the Muslim countries. This situation should induce the 
four or five Muslim countries and the PLO, who cherish friendship with 
Russia, to pause and think. How can these countries, which rightly 
expect the sympathy and assistance of the Islamic world for their cause 
against Israel and its U.S. patron, remain aloof and not show unanimity 
with the rest of the Muslim world against the Soviet activities in 
Afghanistan?

BACKGROUND OF AFGHAN REFUGEE PROBLEM, DETAILS OF RELIEF GIVEN 
Karachi JASARAT in Urdu 22 Jul 80 p 8

to the Afghan Refugees in the Frontier Province" ] 


[Text] The so-called revolution that took place in April 1978 in Afghani- 
stan was named "The Taurus Revolution" by the then rulers of Afghanistan. 
This name was based on the Taurus year according to the calendar used 

in Afghanistan. Mohammed Taraki, known as a scholar and a novelist, 
emerged as the leader after this revolution. The people would not have 
been so affected if the revolution was limited to change in government. 
But, before we discuss the Taurus Revolution and its effects, a look at 

the social, economic, and geographic conditions of Afghanistan and Pakistan 
is in order. 


The border between tne two countries, known as the (Durand) Line, was 
established in 1885 iuring the reign of Amir Mohammed Adbul Rahman as 

a result of a pact with the British Government. This border is 1200 
miles long. It runs 700 miles along the border of the Frontier Province 
and 500 miles along the border of Baluchistan. This line goes through 
very rugged mountain country and divides almost every tribe into two 
nationalities. Even some households situated on the border are affected 
by this line. In spite of this geographic distribution, the tribes 

there have kept their social, cultural and religious ties with each other 
across the border. Their economy also depends on each other. 


A two-sided policy was practiced during the entire period of British rule. 
The whole strip was divided into small administrative units, and political 
agents were assigned to run these according to local traditions. At the 
same time, military actions were taken to keep the tribes under control. 
These led to increase in the working force and in the tribes’ love for 
freedom, warfare, and brave deeds. 


After the birth of Pakistan, attempts were made to provide these tribes 
with amenities hitherto unknown there. Even though the government of 
Pakistan wanted to alleviate the problems of the border tribes, there 
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were Cimes when misunderstanding developed between Che two, and lorce 

had to be used. New roads were built, soil conservation programs for 
jungles were carried out, and better opportunities for education, employ~- 
ment, and trade were provided. All of us are aware of the changes in 

the lives of the tribes. 


As for the (Durand) Line, Pakistan has full faith in its brave and proud 
tribes, and believes that they think [Pakistan is] necessary for their 
independence. Also, Afghanistan had left most of this border area open. 
This way the tribes living around it led a peaceful life. 


The Afghan refugee problem should be viewed with all this background 
information in mind. There was a revolution in Afghanistan in July 1973, 
when Sardar Daud rose to power, but it did not influence the lives of 
people at all. Life outside the circle of power politicians went on as 
usual, However, the so-called "Taurus Revolution” [of April 1978] did 
not only jolt Afghan politics, but also agitated the peaceful atmosphere 
of the peoples of the area. 


The puppet leader of the "Taurus Revolution" mentioned once that "this 
revolution could have happened during the month of Leo, but since we are 
not fierce and blood-thirsty like a lions, we picked the month of Taurus. 
Taurus means a bull, and a bull is a sacred investment of farmers. It 
symbolizes labor and peace." Had this been true in real life, the people 
of Afghanistan would have been satisfied and peaceful; the peaceful 
neighbor Pakistan would have been happy; and no country in the world 
would have objected to the revolution. But as luck would have it, this 
revolution did not give people even time to think. Measures taken by 

the government affected people in all walks of life, and caused an exodus. 


The efforts of religious Afghan Muslims against the puppet government 
resulted in innumerable arrests, murders, harrassments, and, finally, 

a full scale war. The excessive measures taken by this non-representative 
government were witnessed by many. Others learned about them through the 
media. People who happened to be in the path of this calamity had to 
leave their homes. When these hungry and thirsty people emerged from 
their rocky valleys, they were offered hospitality by Pakistanis who 
shared a common language, a common religion, and a common heritage with 
them. 


The pace of the exodus was slow at the beginning. Most people stayed 

in their own homes, hoping that things would return to normal. Others 
hoped to return to their ruined homes soon. During the first 8 months 
there were only 13,863 Afghan refugees [in Pakistan]. Then they began 

to come in large numbers. During the next 3 months (January, February 

and March 1979), an additional 28,000 refugees came in, bringing the total 
to 42,000. 
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Different departments of the Pakistani Government were looking after the 
welfare of the refugees at that time. The government of Pakistan allowed 
5.50 rupees per person as daily Living expenses, and provided flour and 
sugar at controlled prices, At this rate, the government had spent 
14,475,671 rupees by March 1979, The living expenses, after some 
reconsideration, were reduced to 4,50 rupees per day. 


Members of the Khalq and Parcham factions in Afghanistan started a reign 
of terror against their personal and ideological opponents. The effects 
of their excesses were felt throughout the country. Tales of these deeds 
were later confirmed by successor governments. We do not want to go into 
details of these events, but will cite just one event to illustrate the 
point. 


There is a village called Kawala near Asadabad. One morning, the governor 
of the province, accompanied by the military commander and a Russian 
adviser, visited the village. All the young men of the village were 
herded into the mosque and shot to death. The remaining population of 

the village, wives, mothers, sisters and daughters of the men, as well 

as the old men and the children, watched all this through the windows of 
the mosque. Later, the bodies of all these men, including some still 
breathing, were buried with a bulldozer. The old men, the children 

and the women were driven out after this bloody act. Thus, the remnants 
of 700 households, with only 17 surviving men, entered Pakistan. 


The government of Pakistan established a separate department in April 1979 
to deal with the increasing number of refugees. It was called the Afghan 
Refugees Commission of Frontier Province. Later, offices in Quetta, 
Baluchistan were also opened. 


The puppet government of Afghanistan refused to believe that people 

actually wanted to leave their beloved country, and tried to stop the 

waves of refugees in each province from going to Pakistan. Things came 

to light in spite of all these measures. Newspaper reporters, photographers, 
and movie-cameramen from all over the world came here, and the whole world 
learned about the crisis. Many important persons visited Pakistan and 

met with the refugees. 


At this point, the puppet government began calling on the refugees to 
return. Appeals were repated over the radio, and even total amnesty to 
all was promised, but to no avail. Instead of decreasing, the number of 
refugees increased. A chain of accusations was directed against Pakistan. 
Pakistan was blamed for training the refugees, when Pakistan was helping 
the refugees for humanitarian reasons only. This is a fact verified by 
visitors from all over the world. Meanwhile, the ruling faction in 
Afghanistan was suffering from internal strife. The rulers and the 
people were fighting over ideology, and the  .eaders in power were busy 
stabbing each other in the back for personal gains. All this called for 
the efforts of Pakistan and other Muslim countries to alleviate the problem 
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of the refugees, The economic and social help of Pakistan ia etili 
increasing. 


The Russian army, with its modern weapons, encered Afghanistan in December 
1979, Hafizullah Amin was murdered by the Russian aggressors, and the 
exiled faction of Parcham Party, led by Babrak Karmal, was put into the 
blood-stained chairs of power, This open aggression by the Russians 
increased the intensity of the civil war as well as the number of refugees 
flowing into Pakistan, The increasing number of refugees became too 

much of a burden for the Pakistan Government, and it appealed to the 
United Nations for help. The Office of the High Commissioner for Refugees 
was satisfied with the arrangements made by Pakistan to help the refugees 
and offered to help Pakistan. Prior to this, some friendly countries 

and international agencies had also helped, and some are still helping us. 


in addition to all this, a national relief fund was established following 
an appeal by President Zia. Cash and commodities are being contributed 
from within the country for this fund. Before we go into the details 

of relief activity, it should be mentioned that, according to the latest 
count, the number of refugees is now 742,495. And this figure does not 
include those who failed to register. 


[t was proposed to set up tent cities for each group of 5,000 refugees. 
The number of these tent cities would depend on the number of refugees. 
However, this scheme ran into a number of problems. The main problem 
of land was solved through the generosity of the hospitable Pakistani 
people. However, some refugees moved out due to lack of amenities and 
inclement weather. The heat forced others to the mountains. They are 
expected to be back after the monsoons. 


In January 1980, when the World Food Program began to supply food here, 
the expense account of the refugees was set at 50 rupees per person per 
month, and up to 500 rupees for a family. Under the Program, food is 
provided at the following rate:

In addition to this, and according to need, flour and sugar are sold at 
control prices. Tents are also provided to the refugees. These tents 
were donated by the Pakistan Government, the UN Commission for Refugees, 
and other volunteer organizations. So far, 45,368 tents have been 
distributed, but these are enough for only one-third of the refugees. 
Additional tents are badly needed. 














The UN High Commissioner for Refugees and the World Pood Program played 
an important part in procuring food and tents, Pakistan's Afghan Refugees 
Comiseion, with the cooperation of the UN Commissioner for Kefugees, 

is working on 4 project to provide more help to the refugees. This 
international commission has set up an office in Peshawar to speed up 
relief work. The following elements are part of thie plan: water, 
health, education, induetry, and protection of cattle. Water is hard 

to find, because of the nature of the terrain and of technical problems, 
However, public health engineers and an international agency, C.A.&.1., 
are working on the problem, 


Some commendable steps were taken by the health department of the Frontier 
Province. A central hoepital was set up in Peshawar and 15 mobile medical 
wits were put in operation. These provide medical help to the refugees 
living in camps. These unite are staffed by Afghan doctors and a para- 
medical etaff which ts adequately paid, All amenities are provided to 
the refugees in hospitals and dispensaries. 


With the cooperation of the department of education, 50 primary schools 
have been set up in tent cities. Afghan teachers work in these schools. 
Studente of secondary and college levels are admitted into local schools 
and colleges. 


The Small Industries Development Bank is working on a plan to make the 
refugees self-supporting. The refugees are teing trained in eight carpet 
training centers. In addition, the refugees are allowed to earn money 

on their own and epend as they deem fit. 


The Animal Husbandry and Forest Department is helping with the upkeep 
and feeding of cattle. Seven aobile veternary health units, provided 
by the UN and other friendly countries, are available for treatment of 
sick animals. 


The following governments and organizations have helped in providing 
services, materials and food, ineluding clothes, blankets, medicine, 
tente, tea, sugar and cookies: Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Dubai, Turkey, 
USA, Red Cross of Switzerland, Britain, Italy, World Church Service, 
Germany, inter-Aid Committee, and Pakistan.

[Text] Peshawar, 7 July (APP/PP1)--Lt Gen Fazl ul<Haq, governor of the 
Frontier Province, has denied the alligation that Pakistan is supplying 
weapons to the Afghan refugees or giving them military training. The 
governor, addressing the state council on the refugee situation, said that 
“we are helping the refugees on humane grounds, and we will continue to help 
them according to our resources as long as possible." He said that "we 

do desire that the refugees return to their homes and lead peaceful lives. 
This is not possible, however, in the present circumstances." 


The governor deplored the undesirable elements which tried to cause a rift 
between the refugees and the local residents, and asked the people to ignore 
propaganda and rebuff these elements. Discussing the plan to keep an eye 
on the activities of the left wing in general, and educational institutions 
in particular, he said that discipline in colleges and schools has improved 
during the last three years. However, the old [habits] cannot be uprooted 
overnite, he said. He added that there are some elements in the government 
and in colleges which are being watched. Referring to the (Mazdoor-Kisan) 
party, he said that such factions will not be allowed to raise their heads 
again. 


Shamsher Ali Khan, Commissioner for Afghan Refugees, presented some details 
about the refugees. He said that the Pakistani government, in cooperation 
with the UN, was very active in helping the refugees who number 720,495 now. 
About 20,000 refugees are estimated not to have registered. He said that 
Pakistan has spent over $40 million during the last four months on refugees 
from ite own resources. He reported to the provincial assembly on all details 
of the refugee situation. At the end of its two-day session, the assembly 
passed several resolutions. In one resolution, it demanded from the govern- 
ment to establish a national assembly in the country. It further declared 
that the country cannot afford the western style of democracy at this time, 
and that the only way to get people's trust is through an assembly established 
on Muslim principles.

[Letter from Germany by Iqbal Sayyid Husayn: "Opportunities for Investment 
in Pakistan--an Analysis by a German Economics Expert" |] 


[Text] An expert from the German ministry for economic cooperation, 

who has just returned from a visit to some of the developing countries 

of Asia, including Pakistan, told me that Pakistan is the only Asian 
country which offers vast opportunities for investment in practically 
every field. People possess the capital to invest in any industry, from 
the smallest, such as matches, to the largest, such as sugar mills or 

any other heavy industry justified by the national demand and the availa- 
bility of expertise. If this is properly done, it could produce immediate 
results, and could enrich not only the investor, but the entire country 

as well. . 


The state of private investment in Pakistan may appear bright. Regrettably, 
however, in the last 35 years since Pakistan came into being, investment 

in private industries has been extremely low, national industries have 

not flourished, larger industries have been monopolized, and money, 

instead of circulating among the people, has been controlled and held by 

a handful of individuals. 


This economic condition cannot be described in just a few words. However, 
suffice it to say that in our country small and medium industries have 
not been developed properly. Some two decades ago heavy industries were 
introduced which flourished in no time, but that golden period shortly 
came to an end due to the conspiracy of a number of major industrialists. 
Small industries were too slow in their growth to keep pace with the 

fast growing population, and thus could not create enough jobs. There 
appeared a strong tendency among people to seek useless degrees, instead 
of acquiring some technical skill. This created a large number of 
unemployed educated young men who started leaving the country to seek 
their fortunes abroad. 
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These factors certainly created an acute shortage of technical hands in 
the country. The nation's creative growth became dangerously low, and 
few major industries were established. The fact is that besides modern 
and sophisticated technical equipment, the ccuntry also needed cotton 
spinning wheels, mills, and welding plants. As a result of bad planning, 
the national wealth remained frozen, in spite of the huge amounts of 
foreign exchange received from friendly countries. People became more 
interested in Investing their money in more stable things, such as 
property and land, rather than in more active industries. This is 
regarded as the worst form of investment by international economics 
experts, because it halts the flow of money. Instead of flourishing, 
investment simply freezes. 


As we take a look at the economic condition cof our dear country, we find 
that there is really no shortage of capital in the country, and that the 
rate of inflation is not alarming. Yet, production is so low that even 
the very basic items, such as sugar, milk, flour, and vegetables are 
running short. The government cannot overcome this shortage, no matter 
what drastic action it might take. The country is just not producing 
enough to meet demand. 


The German expert says that compared with Pakistan, the economic condition 
of India is different in the sense that it really has a shortage of 
capital and a surplus of manpower. This leaves a lot of sectors idle 

and unused for want of private investors. The German expert suggests 

that the Government of Pakistan should take immediate steps to encourage 
and stimulate public investment by inducing people to invest their capital 
in industries rather than in buying real estate. The two most important 
points to induce public investment are as follows. First of all, competent 
and experienced entrepreneurs should be provided with loans refundable 

in easy installments, on condition that they invest their own personal 
resources. Second, steps should be taken to make sure that borrowed 

funds are properly used in investment projects. This can be done through 
semi-public insurance companies or by the government itself. Such action 
by the government could produce encouragement and guarantees which would 
surely enable private investors to undertake business ventures without 
apprehensions of loss.

The newspaper further adds that the present government of Pakistan has not 


agreed to any condition under Russian pressure. However, because of the 
lack of any affective U.S. program in this region, it is feared that the 
Russian influence will continue to increase causing grave problems for the

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NEW PLANTS FOR CEMENT, BUTTONS, BATTERY CELLS APPROVED

[Text |) The Industrial Coordinating Committee has approved three new 
projects to establish new manufacturing plants for cement, battery cells, 
and polyester buttons in the Prontier Province and Karachi. The proposed 
cement plant at Nowehera in the Frontier Province will run three shifts, 
producing 900,000 tons of cement per year. The proposed dry battery cells 
plant in Karachi will produce 15,000,000 dry battery celle each year. 
According to 4 survey, the country presently needs about 200,000,000 
battery cells, whereas the present plants are producing 142,000,000 cells 
each year. The shortage ie met by importing celle from abroad. 


The polyester button plant will ales be established in Karachi. It will 
produce approximately 3,070,000 buttons per year. The plant will operate 
one shift only and will meet the national demand. At present, there is 
no polyester button plant in the country, and the demand is met only 
through importe. 


The federal commerce secretary submitted his report about cotton and rice 
to the Industrial Coordinating Committee during ite meeting. The committee 
was particularly pleased to note that the commerce ministry has made 

sound plans to strengthen commercial relations with the African nations. 
The committee aleo expressed ite satisfaction with the fact that there 

was still no waiting period for ships to load and unload at the Port of 
Karachi at the end of last week.
